o r law* suit ever tried in Judge Ter­ 
rell's court was the on« engaging the 
attention of the court and majority 
of tho Ada bar since Tuesday morn­ 
ing and only 'being terminated ibis 
afternoon 
when the brilliant attor­ 
neys bad concluded speaking and the 
punctured jury had retired for con­ 
sideration of verdict. 
The substance of the case as near 
as could 'be ascertained during the 
brief , spell 
reporter 
attended 
trial 
was; Miss Gertrude Case. Ada music* 
teacher, d u rin g t her sojourn away* 
several months leased her piano for 
the sum of $2.50 a month to Hon. 
Duke Stone; that in or about Octo­ 
ber, 1907, she wrote Judge Stone re­ 
questing him to retain $3.00 out of 
ran t remittance to pay for insurance 
renewal on piano; th at Mr. Stone 
adm its receiving such letter, which 
was 
destroyed 
in 
subsequent 
fire, 
but that he did not order any in­ 
surance 
written, 
though 
admitting 
th at he retained three dollars for in­ 
surance in subsequent rent rem it­ 
tance for the reason, he thought that 
insurance 
agents <as 
is 
customary 
would renew the insurance on expira­ 
tion and would doubtless under in­ 
structions from iMiss Case would call 
on him for insurance premium. Judge 
Stone’s 
contention, appeared 
to be 
that since, Miss Case in her letter of 
reference to insurance did not indi­ 
cate the agents wrho controlled her 
insurance, the name of insurance com­ 
pany or the date of the expiration 
that therefore he 
merely 
complied 
with her request to retain premium 
money for insurance which he con­ 
fidently expected would be called for 
by some industrious insiiranre agent, 
who had renewed the business. ' 
Judge Stone’s attorneys plead that 
the defendant could not have thought 
otherw ise 
than 
that the 
insurance 
would have received attention with­ 
out any action on his part except to 
pay premium on demand, and that 
further -responsibility should not at­ 
tach, even 
when 
insurance "agents 
'did not come around, since he was 
a very buoy man and since often in­ 
surance agents or some tim es more 
or less improvident and occasionally 
neglect for a long period the col­ 
lection of premiums for insurance. It 
.appears 
that 
Miss Gertrude Case, 
plaintiff in the action also set out, 
through her attorneys that defendant 
should be held liable for the loss 
of the piano on account of unusual 
negligence in permitting the use of 
gasoline as a floor wash near the 
fire In the grate. The defendant ab 
leged in the 
argum ent 
that 
there 
were only coals in the grate and 
th a t gasoline would not ignite ex­ 
cept from a blaze and that the same 
fire th at destroyed the plaintiff's piano 
also destroyed his home 
at 
great 
loss. 
Miss Case the plaintiff through 
her testimony and the plea of her 
attorneys considered that Judge Stone 
had accepted the 
responsibility of 
the insurance, when he had retain­ 
ed the insurance money and that she 
should 
not lose the value of her 
piano on account of the business neg­ 
lect and 
housekeeping carelessness 
of the defendant. 
Senator R. iii. Roddie and ex-Sen­ 
ator Jack little of Ardmore, repre­ 
sented Miss Case and Judges Bolen 
and McKeown conducted the defense 
of Judge Stone.

There was airuch. warmth of feel­ 
ing and heated obloquy between op­

There are nearly* 10,000 pol icemen 
in the 3,200 miles of streets. Their 
pay alone 
amounts 
to 
$12,805,258. 
They made 244,822 arrests last year. 
To clean the streets they guard costs 
$7,418,299 for a single year, 
The parks cover fourteen square 
miles, including some of the choicest 
ground. It is said they contain more 
than 2,500,000 trees and are valued 
at $1,500,000,000. 
The city has built 514 school houses 
at a cost of about $100,000,000 and 
bas more than 16.000 teachers and 
superintendents 
educating 
651.000 
children, the salaries being $17,581,- 
000 a year. 
The department of education will 
spend $27,470,736 this year. 
And if the giant skyline of New 
York staggers the imagination what 
of the marvelous network of pipes 
and wires and 
tunnels

The separate 
wires buried

rushing life 105,533 
case# of contagious diseases are re­ 
ported in a year.
